These limits on height and commer- 
cial space focus on Preserving Chinatowns 
current character as a neighborhood.“The 
Chinatown Plan has as a basic premise the 
need to preserve existing housing while 
encouraging new housing”added Gordon 
Chin， executive director of Chinatown Re- 
SOUrce Center. 

To conserve Chinatown's 6,500 hous- 
ing units， the plan calls for the one-to-one 
replacement of each low-cost housing unit 
lost by development. This protection of the 
areas housing, about 60 percent of which is 
in residential hotels，will be covered under 
a separate ordinance. Chinatown lost an 
estimated 1,000 to 1500 housing units be- 
tween 1970 and 1980. 

The plan also encourages the construc- 
tion of new housing by providing incen- 
tives to commercial developers who provide 
afftordable housing. 


POLICY IMPLICATIONS 


The plans detnition of Chinatown as 
a mixed use residential neighborhood has 
other policy implications， For example，its 
traffc and parking Policies take into ac- 
count the needs of the residents and visitors 
more fully. 

Because 75 percent of Chinatown 
households don't own cars，the plan pro- 
poses making Muni routes more responsive

Supervisor Hsieh Wants Hearings on 
Chinatown as Historic District lssue

SAN FRANCISCO -- San Francisco Supervisor Thomas Hsieh, in a press conference 
Monday, called for public hearings to examine a proposal designating Chinatown as a 


historical district. 

Hsieh requested that the SE Depart- 
ment of City Planning notify and advise 
owners whose buildings are located in the 
proposed Historical Landmark District.“No 
one really knows which buildings are desig- 
nated as landmarks. I want building owners 
to be advised about the factors used to 
designate buildings”he stated. He also 
wants hearings to be held to determine 
individual designations and to create com- 
munity input in the planning process， 

The City Planning Commission wi 
soOon review 3a Proposal by the Landmarks 
Preservation Advisory Board which desig- 
nates the area along Grant Ave.，Waverly 
Place and parts of Stockton Street as a 
Historical District. Hsieh said“Ifyouhave 
a blanket control，no building will have a 
chance for change. It adds another layer of 
governmental control and discourages im- 
provement.” 

According to Jonathan Malone of the 
SFLandmarks Preservation Advisory Board， 
building owners were notihed in 1985 anda 
public forum was held. At the request of 
Hsieh，city planning ofhcials are now Pre- 
paring a bilingual letter renotifying owners 
about the proposal. Malone commented， 
“Chinatown hasn't seen much rehabilita- 
tion， [The historical district| will have a 
Positive impact because the 20 percent tax 
credits from the federal government wi 记 
encourage tehabilitation 

238 BUILDINGS 

Under the current proposal, 238 build:- 
ings will fall in the district. On the basis 
of age,， architecture，environmental setting 
and preservation，61 buildings have been 
designated historically signifttcant and 150 
are compatible，meaning they are comple- 
mentary to the areas overall historical set- 
ting.

The supervisor wants the mayor to 
establish a committee to review studies on 
these seismic issues and then hold a public 
hearing to report on its fndings and rec- 
ommendations. He believesthe City should 
consider using general funds for the seismic 
upgrading of Chinatown's buildings. 

In a study by URS/John Blume and 
Associates, 42 percent of Chinatown's resi- 
dential hotel units and 56 perecent of its 
apartments would sustain“severe damage” 
in an earthquake equivalent to the 1900 
earthdquake. 

Hsieh's actions .follow the _ planning 
commission's adoption last week of the 
Chinatown Plan，which preserves housing 
and retail space (see main article)，The 
Chinatown Plan originally designated parts 
of the area as a historical district but the 
adopted plan does not.， It does suggest to

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MerleWoo Controversy 
Heats Up at UC Berkeley

BERKEELEY - Merle Woo，the 
controversSial teacher who sued 
UC Berkeley for discrimination 
in aa widely publicized case，is 
rallying Support for the second 
battle in what may be a long 
war on campus. 

The Merle Woo Defense Com- 
mailttee，which helped the popu- 
lar lecturer win her first case， 
reconvened on campus last 
week to discuss round two. 

During the first round，in 
1983，Woo filed suit after she 
lost her job in the UCB Asian 
American Studies department. 
In a 1984 out-of-court settle- 
mcnt，Woo won $48,000 and a 
tw0O year post 3aS a visiting 
lecturer lin UCB'S graduate 
School of education. At the end 
of her term，in 1986，she said 
She expected to be "considered 
for reappointment based on the 
merits of my teaching." 

Instead，her Supervisor Said 
"they were never going to con- 
Slider me for reappointment 
--eveIT,” Woo Said. But "the 
language of my contract Said I 
.Would get a Teview." 

Woo claims the university 
breached jits contract with her 
and Salid She had no right to 
file a grievance when she tried 
to do So last Summer. 

"We are processing the griev- 
ance,”Salid Debra Harrington of 
UCB'Ss Labor Relations depart- 
ment. However， "the details 
regarding the grievance_ itself 
are confidential because its a 
personnel matter,” Harrington 
Sald. 

Offlicials in half a dozen 
campus departments，from the 
chancellor's office to public 
affairs，declined to comment on 
the case. 

Phil Spiekerman，an attorney 
for UC?'s Systemwide adminis- 
tration，Ssaid the contract Woo 
Signed in 1984 did not guaran- 
tee her a _ review for reappoint- 
ment in 1986. 

Ihe contract SaySs Woo "Shall 
be _ treated the Same as any 
other visiting lecturer during 
the two years of her abppoint- 
ment"” in the School of educa- 
tion， Spiekerman said. Most 
Vis1 们 mceiecEUEeCTS SS TcEOL 
EevieecdREEorenE ERe 
added. 

Woo Said She ls _ certain that 
the Unlverslty is still discrimi- 
nating against her. "It's very 
clear that this is a_ continuation 
of the old case,”Woo Said. 

Woo's conflict with _ UCE 
began in 1982.

When Woo was not reviewed 
for reappointment in 1986，she 
filed an employee grievance， 
but was told that "because Td 
filed a suit in court I would 
have to 8g0O back to court .

because every employee has a 
right to use the grievance 
Process,” She Said. 

Last November，the university 
told her She could file a griev- 
ance but could not refer to her 
original complaint， She said. 

"No way are (they) going to

The free，15-week program is 
held from 9:30 am to-2:30 pm， 
Monday through Friday。 Last 
year，83 percent of those in the 
program ended up with jobs 
paying Up to $7 per hour.

One Unusual strength of CES 
is the flexibility of its staff. 
All are trained :to do many 
jobs，and the organization has 
never had a clerical person.

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Chinese Ancestor Rites in Catholic Mass 
Mavy Reflect New Worldwide Movement 


By MAX MILLARD 


SAN ERANCISCO -In a 
frequently told story，a young 
Caucasian boy once teased a 
Chinese boy who was placing 
tangerines at 3a family grave. 
"When are your relatives going 
to come Up and eat the tange- 
rines?"” he taunted. 

The Chinese boy replied: 
"When or relatives come Up 
to Smell the flowers." 

The story illustrates a long- 
standing conflict between Chris- 
tian ritual and Chinese tradi- 
tion， IThe debate has always 
raged loudest at Chinese New 
Year， when Chinese families 
pay honor to their ancestors --3 
practice that was forbidden by 
the Cathollic Church for .more 
than 330 years. 

But lin recent years，Chinese 
Cathollics in-SF have not only 
performed the ancestor Trites 
each Chinese New Year，bnut 
have done So inside the church 
as part of Mass，with_ the bless- 


ing of the highest church 
authorities. 
This year'"s ceremony，held 


Feb， 1l15 at St. Mary's_ Cathedral， 
was presented in English，Can- 
tonese and Mandarin，and drew 
about 1,000.， The service was 
led by SF Archblishop John 
Qulinn and 13 other piriests. 
Among them was Father Igna- 
tius Wong，chief coordinator of 
the Chinese ministry in the SF 
archdiocese， 


了 REVIVED 
"The ， ancestor . rites ” were 
revlived by Cardinal Paul Yu- 
bin，3a world figure，around 


1945 when the ban was lifted， 
Sald Wong. "9ome Chinese Cath- 
olics did not accept it. 
They thought it-” was bringing 
pbaganism into the church. It's 
Still not popular with everyone." 

Yu-pin，who lived in Ialwan， 
persuaded the authorities in 
Rome that the _ traditional Chi- 
nese New Year ceremonies were 
intended only to honor one?S 
ancestors -- not to worship 
them in the sense of worshiping 
God. 

"Every time 工 hear “ancestor 
worship,” my blood presSsure 
goes Up,”sSsalid Wong. 

From Taiwan，the ldea spread 
to _ the US and Canada. In the 
early 1980sS，Wong organlized the 
West _ Coast'sv first Chinese 
Catholic Mass at Star of the 
Sea Church in SFE. 


"That backfired,” Wong 
admitted. "It v was “poorly 
arranged， and we hardly 


explained to the people why we 


were doing it.

The next year he invited the 
Archblshop of Canton， Dom- 
inick Tang，to visit SF and 
preslde over the ceremony with 
Archbishop Quinn.

Since then，SF'Ss annual Chi- 
nese_ Catholic Mass has steadily 
grown in popularity.

HUMAN RIGHTIS 


In addition to Spirituality， 
Neo-Confucianism also Stresses 
human rights and participation 
in Society and in public 1life，as 
de Bary documents. Rubin's 
esSSay， unfinished due to his 
untimely death， saw human 
rights not as 3a product of 
modern “Western civilization 
imported to China，but as part 
of a _ Confucian tradition that 
Viewed human rights in con- 
junction with moral autonomy 
and moral action. 

The lidea _ that within Confu- 
clan thinking human Trights 
stems from 3a family-centered 
outlook (with its emphasis on 
filiality and reciprocity) as well 
as _ the belief in ritual order 
(which underlies social order) is 
absolutely mindblowing.， De 
Bary Shows that authentic Con- 
fuclans，Such as Huang Tsung- 
hsl (1610. - 1695$)，recognized 
the lmportance of law for pro- 
tecting individual human rights.

ness of human nature，which 
gave rise to the doctrine of the 
intrinsic，worth of the individ- 
ual; the doctrine of the "Man- 
date- of Heaven 到 hick 
impelled subjects to Tight 
WwWIongs and justified the over- 
throwing of rulers who violate 
the ordinances of Heaven -- OF 
what today might be referred 
to as civil disobedience or the 
right of revolution.

reformist tendency. ASs the
